GO DIRECTLY TO JAIL 

Alternatives to prison are badly needed in Phily. 
But neighbors su-e trying to biock the first one.

T he building that could house the city's Bret day report- 
ing center is old, empty and industrial, and at its home on 
52nd Street and Grays Avenue in Southwest Philly, it's got 
{Heads that look thesame.Walknortheastofthe site for three 
entile blocks and youll be hard-pressed to find another human; 
but overgrown weeds, h ulking bridi buildings and dumped tires 

This is where Ronald and David Watts, a pair of father-and-son 

vision prc^ram thatwould provide pretrial defendants, parolees 
and nonviolot t offenders — especially drug users — widi job 
training, mental health care and sometimes housing instead of 
sending them to jail, The project would also provide transitional 
housing for ex -offenders. 

Who wants day reporting centers in Philadelphia? Nearly 
everyone in the city’s justice system, from the District Attorney’s 
Office to the prisons commissioner to the Defender Assodation of 
Philadelphia — groups that aren’t always known for seeing eye to 
eye. In other cities, such centers have drastically cut prison costs 
and reduced recidivism rates. But here, the interests of neighbors 
who are fighting this project may come at the expense of what a 


body ofevidence shows is the common good of the rib'- 

Last year, the Wattses responded to the city’s request for 
proposals for day reporting ceiters, the brainchild of Everett 
Gillison. the deputy mayor for public safety. Gillison wants to 
see lOdayreportingcentersthroughout the city. 'Ib him, these 
centeraareu way to tackle the problems caused by a draconian, 
outdated criminal justice system. 

“In the last 20 or 30 years, we've been locking people up who are 
drug users, which is in essence, a public-health problem," Gillison 
says “There's a different way to help these pei^lehelp themselves 
— and lowerthe recidivism rate. Get them to a day reporting cen- 
ter. give them services, and 
don't let them graduate to the 
nextlevel. This 30-yearexperi- 

crimmalize pei^le." 

The current model hasn’t 
come cheap, either The pris- 
ms system was one of the only 
stateegencias to receive a boostin funding for 2010-11, getting 
$82 million more than the year before. Thecity's irisons come at 
a price of nearly $240 million peryear; it costs about $96 each day 
to house an irunate. According to the Defender Association, day 
reporting centers cut that price almost in half; They cost $50 per 
inmate perday. 

Last month, Jack Wagner, the stale's auditor general, called on 
Pennsylvania to freeze prison construction and instead pursue 
“alternative-sentencing programs." like day reporting centers He

next year, and $350 million over the next fiiur years. 

Evidence shows that day reporting centers not 
only save money, but tackle something that is 
particularly problematic in Philadelphia: They 

According to a 2010 Pew report, 30 percent of 
Philadelphia's defendants failed to appear at their 
trials — which has led, in part, to the infamous 
$1 billion in uncollected bail money, According 
to a 2000study by Luminosity Inc,, an organiza- 
tion that consults on criminal justice matters, 
medium- and high-risk pretrial defendants who 
go to day reporting centers and other alternative 
programs were more likely to appear for trial and 
less likely to commit irimesin the meantime. 

In a city where 57 percent ofita inmates are simply 
awaking triaL that could make a huge difference. 

In addition, the lack of a single day reporting 
center in Philadelphia puts k far behind many 
other cities: Camden, New York Cky, Baltimore, 
Memphis and Chicago all utilize them. Several 
states, such asNew Jers^, use day reporting cen- 
ters extensively. More importandy, studies have 
shown that, in everywhere &em FVanklin Coimty, 
I^..to Sedgwick County, Kan, , day reporting cen- 
ters are one of the only ways to lower recidivism 
ra tes fo r parol ees . 

“This isn't rocket science," says Gillison. “T m just 
tryingtobringPhiladelphiaup to where a lot of 
jurisdicdoiis already are," 

If neighbor get their way, however, that won’t 
happen. Though the Wattses have not yet won 
a contract from the city. Southwest communky 
members have already staged three protests in 
the last two weeks against the proposed center. 
Just last Wednesday about 100 people braved 
the bittercoldto rally against it. They’re upset 
because, even though the vast majority of land 
surrounding the pn^rosed site is barren and 
industrial, there is a plot of houses just south- 
west of k, as well as a day care center. Last week 
they also staged a silent protest at City Council’s 
Thursday meeting. In fact, they’ve been speak- 
ing out against the center since early 2010, and 
they plan to continue — with the vigor of the 
Egyptians, one middle-age blade man said, 

Theirconcems are simple and understandable: 
They don't want to be so dose to so many criminals; 
theydon't want to wait fcrthebus next to some- 
one who's awaiting trial. There’s a residential 
community within 200 feet,* says Ann Brown, a 
local ward leader. 

And neighbors aroi't keen on the term “day 
reporting center," either. Their signs read, “Zoning

They’re asking for400 beds," 
says Brown. “You make the caQ 
as to whether or not that’s a 
prison."

Now it will decide 
whetho* to give the day report- 
ing center in Southwest Philly 
the go-ahead. Historically, the 
board has given heavy weight 
to the concerns ofneighbors 
— and these neighbors have 
amassed 2.700 signatures 
against this project . 

The board's dedsion could 
aifect bow commimities react 
today r^mrting centers in 
the future, and whether Phila- 
delphia will pverget one atall, If 
k can’t go up in a place as indus- 
trial and empty os 52nd Street 
and GraysAvenue, it's hard to 
imagirte where k could go. 

Gillison is hi^ful, though. 
Wkh a little education, he 
believes hell win people over. 
Southwest Philadelphia, he 
say s. is one of the city’s “hot 
spots' for crime, and most ex- 
offsiders go back home. In other 
words, these neighbors are 
alreadyclosetocriminals, and if 
Gillison can convince them that 
a day reporting center may help 
criminals go straight, he could 
change folks’ minds. 

“We cannot live in a NIMBY 
world," he says. "All that doe.s 
is foster a prism industrial 
complex, which everyone I talk 
to is against. People are coming 
home from prisons every day. 
These areyourbrothera, your 
sisters who need help."

M ayor Michael Nutter has *managed to 
upset jiist about eveiybocfy in the aly!" 
— as the mayor himself admitted to 
HiiladslfJiia’s Chamber of Commerce 
last week. It was a laugh line — aS the more funny, if 
that’s the word, because the Chamber of Commerce is 
mad athim, too.£iieo*o<fy is. 

It’s a far ay from Nutter’s first day in office, when 
PhiJ^ residents arrived at City Hall by the thousands 
b> welcome their new mayor, the line to see him winding 
around the building like a great h uman wreath. 

Those were the days. The cry ofchanger was in the 
air, and Nutter’s election seemed to mark the end of 
things many peoplewaiitedended: divisive racial poli- 
tioi (Nutter won a wildly u nprecedented 37 percent of 
the whiteDemocratic vote) and madiine rule (ward 


leaders had backed Congressman Bob Brady). Nutter 
was elected instead by a popular potpourri ofblack 
[H'afesioDals, white liberals, small-business owners, 
corporate CEOs, gays, yuppies.uihanite intellectuals, 
good-government and tax reformers and anH-casino 
activists. Hope was alive and expectations were hi^ 
— too high, maybe. 

Three years later, on the eve of the cityi primaries, 
Nutter finds hinuseif something of a loner. 

He’s isolated himself politically by critidang bastions 
of patronage, alienating mem bersof City Council and 
implementing reforms that irk ward Icadeis. And of all 
those diverse groups that helped elect him, Nutter has 
in so me way or another ticked offeadi one. His standing 
among block voterssoems to have dropped: libcralshave 
feund him too conservative, conseivativcs too liberal: he’s 
recently drawn the ire of the gey community: and he’s 
betrayed, as they see it. the anti-casino movement. 

And yethe’s looking all butunbeatable right now. Juit 
weeks until primary petitions must be filed, Nutter 
Eices Just one challenger so far. Milton Street, whom 
he expects to be at handily. Even Nutter’s critics grudg- 
ingly concede that the mayor is poised to cruise into 
re-election with thatcool .Nutter^ soog^ixcfthatdTivas 
them so crazy. 

What’s to explain this? 

Part of the answer is that for aU his perceived fail- 
ures. Nutter can also point to a number of success e s 
— ungiamorous, often, but substantive.The case that 
can be mode for the Nutter atbuinistration is real: it’s 
just not very sexy. But it’s also this: The very decisions 
that haveangcredoneinterest usually won him back 
the respect, grudging or not, of another. In pissing off 
virtuoUyevetyopposinginterest in town, he’s also given 
jiut enough toeach to deter outright rebel Kan from any 
ofthem. Call it the Nutter ec]uation. 


Whether that makes him agreat mayor is another 
cpjestion — one that’sm^be yet to be answered. Even if 
he wins re-election, Nutter's path forward isn’t c^ious. 
'Then again, neither is he. And for every easy criticism 
of the mayor, there’s a more compKcatedreaKty. 

> “He doesn’t get it.” 

If the outpouring on the mayor’s first day was the first 
defining episodeofhisadministTation. theGreatLibraiy 
Debacle of 2(X)8 was perhaps its second. 

In the wake of a sudden, massive budget shortfall, 
Nutterannounced in November 2008 hisplantopemui- 
nently shutter 1 1 dty Kbraries. Philadelphia residents 
rose up and demanded the mayor back down. He would 
not. A pro-librury coalition sued thecity, winning a 
court injunction. Nutter threatened to appeal, butthen 
changed tack, dropping the appeal and leaving all II 
librariesopen. 

De^itetheoutcome.theepisodepeintedanewfHcture 
ofthe mayor in a lot of residents’ minds. He went from 
Obama -esque reformer to tone-deaf technexxat. But 
this image obscured a larger point: Overall. Nutter's 
answer to the recession was to presOTC the dty services 
that residents value. 

T; very mgyor hadtodeaJ with the economy. [NuHet'^ 
decision was to keep most services intact," sums up 
It’s Our Money reporter Ben Waxman.^And it’s ftumy 
because ffiatwaskindofa surprise." 

Nutter, after all, had run on the promise of restruc- 
turing government Even asmany residents saw the 
Kbraiydebadeusu sign that the mayor didn7 cure about 
neighborhoods, business and am oK -government types 
saw the mayor's larger plan, to keep government more 
or less intact , asexactly the opposite: a betrayal.

Bang) structures his lush filmas a series of riffs but never gets around to playing 
the melody. Jeon Do-yeon plays a timid woman who hires on to a wealthy young 
couple as a caretaker for their daughter and unborn twins, quidc^ becoming 
another piece of property in their cavernous Xonadu.Asthe wile's due date nears, 
the buff shallow husband, played by Lee Jung-jae. predictably starts looking faiv 
ther afield, and his eyes fall on the nearest thing at hand. Trouble is, Im treats Jeon 
as a possession, as well Just one more glossy item in a house full of them. There are 
some wicked, gleefully nasty ideas floating through 
77ie.Hbus0naidabouttheoveriapofeconamic and 
sexual power dynamics, but because the characters 
don’t exist outside ofthem, you don’t have any sense 
of what’s been compromised or enhanced. Jeon, so 
powerful in Secret SuTis Acne, is given an impossible 
task, playing a woman who seems impassive one 
moment, happy-go-lucky the next, and then tortured 
and obsessive a few instants later. The Housemaid 
looks like several millim buck-s. and Im mnkesit easy to settle in and groove on the 
film’s slick, blackly comic nastiness. But doing so leaves a sour taste in your mouth. 
There's something sleazy, almost pornographic, about its determined superficial- 
ity, the refusal to give us the slightest hint ofwhat's going under the skin of the 
film's working-class sacrificial lamb. The way the husband flexes his muscles and 
admires his sculpted body while receiving head fhim his employee is a sick joke, 
one the film recognizes as such but still urges you to laugh at. You can grin all the 
way through, but the satisfaction turns to ashes by the end. — SamAdams

In the apposite comer ofthe gallery, we aee more 
people gathered along water, but in a rural set- 
ting instead of an urban one. New York photogra- 
pher (and sometimes CP shooter) Michael Koehler 
finds a chister of people fishing finm a roadside 
canal in A/ong Bayou Road, St. Bernord.La. R)1bs 
are lined up one on top of another into the dis- 
tance: an old cou{Je stands front and center, each 
with one hand gHjying a fishing net. The man is 
eatings sandwidi with his other hand, keeping an 
eye on his fishing line: the woman looks up at her 
companion lovingly. It's not the anarchic world of 
Glassberg’s BMX pai^ but it clearly has a narra- 
tive that b^ exjJoring. 

We could explain the thread of people, scenes 
and stories as a result ofthejuror effect. The 
photographs in ‘Onward 'll'were chosen by 
Lany Pink, whose work studying social groups 
and loud, vibrant scales is well-regarded. 
Conventionalwisdomsayajurors tend to select 
work based on their own aesthetic predisposi- 
tions, and this year’s “Onward" is undeniably 


Fink-esque. 

But there's also a refresh- 
ing edge of abstraction and 
metaphor. Binning away finm 
the big crowds and clamorous 
scenes, we still find people in 
photographs by Meghan Hickey 
of Brooklyn andlb^inOdland 
of Warrington. The former’s 
Ordinary Time looks at two 
pairs of hands, one weathered 
and sitUy. emerging finm ahos- 
pital robe, the other patient and 
comforting, in a chair at bed- 
side. The latter’s The Good Book 
crops up ai a pair of crossed 
legs and a lap, redining in a 
chair. Placing the idea of narra- 
tive physically in these scenes, 
the subjects are holding books, 
readingand pondering stories 
oflheirown.

After a team championship at the 2002 National Poetry Slam, 
a stint touring with LoUapalooza and eight yoars as barkucp/slam 
master at NYC’s Bowery Poetry Club, SItappy has landed in West 
Philly with his longtime girlfnend, ArtsEdge writer-in-residence 
Ciistin O’Keefe Aptowicz. 

He’s already used his 'nerd powers" — poetics — for the greater 
good of the city. In January, he represented Philly in the Individual 
World Poetry Slam, where he delivered his NYC-bashing poem, 
T^mpire Hate of Mind ." 


Next week, Kelly Writers 
House will host a book release 
party for SpoJeen Nerd Revo- 
lution iPenmanship Books, Feb. 
22), which probes the deepest 
reaches of nerd eccentricities. 
Among them: Pac-Man, zombie 
standup.iSCar Trek ("no, not The 
Final Generation’),Yoda,aa well 
as more universal topics like 
George W. Bush foreign policy and 
sloshed love poems. 

Seasholtz describes himself as 
the ‘Mad magazine of the poetry 
scene,” and much of his poetry 
actually lends toward parody of slam. But whatever the topic, his 
shtick comes to life when he's at the mic. 

Seasholtz’s signature poem, appropriately titled "I Am Tliat 
Nerd,” has him rhyming and role-playing throi^out . The nasal 
voice ofacomputer gamer proclaims,"! will smite thee with my 12- 
sided die/ You best watch nut cuz I'm coming at you/ With my Nerd 
Eye," only then to drop into a baritone, vaguely British accent, 
saying, "I liquefied ALF and E.T. and drank up their plasmal/ I’m 
the muthafucka' wbal gave DarthVader asthma'" 

While his subject material resonates most witli a certain demo- 
graphic, his novelty is refteshing. Seasholtz is “that eternal nerd," 
as he puts it, in an ago when "such an animal as a football -playing 
nerd probably exists.” 

"It’s weird, man, nerd culture has gone so mainstream, ”he says. 
“Never in my life did I think we’d see shows tikeThe Big Bang 
Theory. At the same time, I kind ofhate it, because I feel like they 
misrepresent us. I used to have to go all by myself to really sketchy 



junk shops, run by cranky old men smok- 
ing dgars and eyeing me the whole time. 
Nowadays, it seems redundant to talk 
about nerd pride." 

Nostalgia aside, Seasholtz has re- 
mained relevant to both the nerd and 
slam communities. Nine years ago, he 
founded the Nerd Slam, a competition 
at the National Poetry Slam devoted to 
nerds of all persuasions. It’s become so 
heavily attended in recent years that they 
are considering bolding a second competi- 
tion — blame the influx olHarry Potter 
oniBuffy aficionados (a new, invasive 

In the coming year, Seasholtz will focus 
his thick-rimmed spectacles on a memoir 
about his Ohio childhood and continue 
breathing nerd pride into Philly’s poetry 
scone alongside his more studious coun- 
terpart , Aptowicz. who has her own work- 
ing definition of a nerd: "She claims that 
she’s the real nerd," Seasholtz admits. 
"Apparently, I'm just a cultured geek."
